A test has been made in New York of the 

comatitationality of the Election Law, and the 

law declared constitutional by Judge Wood 
ruff, of the Federal Court. One Terence 

(Quinn was indicted for violating the law. 

His counsel made the point of unconetitu 

tionality of the jaw. The case was ably 

argued 

The Judge states that but a single section 

of the statute is involved; and the validity 

of that section does not involve any of the 

other sections of the law. Its discussion did 

nowt bring into view numerous questions ar 

gued by counsel, and which might be fit sub 
jects of discussion, if other sections were un- 
der review. 

The simple isene was whether Congress 
could make a fraudulent attempt to regirter, 
in order to vote for members of Congress a 
crime against the United States, 

He decided that Congress had this power. 
It had not exercised it hitherto, but the failure 
to exercise it by no means carried the inca 
pacity todo it. He argued that the legisla. 
tion of Congress on subjects entrusted to it by 
the Constitution is exclusive, and that Con 
gress ls empowered to legislate on the subject 
by the constitutional provision, authorizing 
Congress to alter the regulations of States as 
to the manner of holding elections for Repre- 
sentatives ; also by the provision making each 
House the judge of the elections of its mem- 
bers; and by the farther provision giving it 
power to make all laws for carrying into 
execution the foregoing.

This certainly includes increasing it’ by 
quisites and fees, by legal implication 

But, as if to clinch the matter, and show 
that the policy of the law is to confine them 
to their salary, asa full and adequate com. 
pensation for their services, the Code prohiuts 
arpressly their taking any perquisites or fees 
for official duty, and declares such fees to be 
long to the State Treasury, and also says such 
foes are a source of State revenue 

Nothing can be clearer, When these offi- 
cers take their offices, they take their duties 
and their pay: And all fees, without exeep 
tion, go to the State 

Now let us see how these officers have 
obeyed the law. 

The act of 1868 and ‘69, approved Mareh 
19, 1860, requires Insurance Companies to 
make annual statements to the Comptroller 
General, who gets certain fees of $7.50, and 
$2.50 for certain official acts 

The Comptroller General, we are informed, 
received $2,400 of such fees and paid them 
into the Treasury. In May, Governor Bul. 
luck gave him a wirrrant FoR THE $2,400, which 
he drew out AND CLAIMED AS Hts Own. Thus 
does be stand in the attitude of rielating Lar. 
with Governor Bullock's approval, and using 
the State a money as hia aoipn 

He has paid no more of these fees into the 
Treasury, and we suppose still claims them 
as his perquisites in violation of law, and to 
the loss of the State. 

The law gives the Secretary of State a fee 
of 20 of 1 per cent. on all railroad bonds en- 
dorsed by the State. This is paid by the 
roads. On fifty million of bonds this would 
be $25,000. A considerable amount has been 
réceived by the present Secretary of State 
from this source and no return made to the 
Treasury. 

It is due to the public that these officials 
should show by what authority they put this 
money of the State in their own pockets; or 
if they have not so appropriated it, to put it 
in the Treasury.

“Is that really Von Moltke?” “ Where?” 
“You see that tall, thin man, without any 
moustache or whiskers, his hands behind his 
back—the officer with the grayish hair, very 
short, and a face cut with many fine lines, 
his head slightly stooped, the eyebrows pro 
nounced and the eyes deep set? There is the 
man whom the Junkers of Berlin called * the 
old scholmastar” What a jJesson he has 
taught Austrians and French!” “ts that the 
strategist who canght Benedek in a vice at 
Koniggriitz, mousetrapped Bazaine at Metz, 
and netted an Emperor, a Marshal of France, 
and 150,000 men at Sedan, and who ls now 
angling for such an enormous prize as the 
capital of France’” “ He looks very grave.’ 
* But there, you see striding through ( 
crowd, a very different looking person.” “ Y cx
